But Mr. V’fission, the 
consul general of France In the Tonga 
group, announces th at Com m andant 
Ha von hill of the cruiser Porpoise has 
returned to those Islands from a cruise 
In the Pacific with the new* of the re­ 
emergence of Falcon Island. 
He says 
th at the highest part of the Island is 
ROW about l l feet above sea level. 
The Island was formed by a great 
Vulcanic eruption at the bottom of the 
sea In I NBR. 
It took the w aves and 
(dorms of the ocean 14 years entirely 
to obliterate It. 
Mr. J. J. Lister, who 
visited the Dhtml a short time before It 
disappeared, said th at it was rapidly 
boing torn to piece* by the action of 
the wave*. 
Pule** a fresh volcanic 
outburst occurred he thought it would 
soon disappear. 
HI* prediction came 
true, ami a steam er that visited the 
place alKHit the Is'glunlng of last year 
reported that not a trace of It was to 
be found above the w ater level. 
The Island was built up In the neigh­ 
borhood of the Tonga group. at*oiit SA 
miles from the Island of Tofooa. 
A 
subm arine volcano had reared from 
the bottom of the ocean a mighty mass 
of ejecta, and on this foundation rested 
the outpouring* which rose above the 
w ater. 
The Island consisted of two 
distinct parts. 
One of them w as a hill 
of gentle slope and wide base, whoae 
height was 15314 fe e t On one side the 
hill ended abruptly In a cliff whose 
base wa* washed by the sea at high 
w ater. 
Th* other part of the island 
was a flat, extending away from the 
base of the hill In a northerly direction 
and only IO to 12 feet above the high 
tide level. 
The whole bit of land was 
Just a bare. brown heap of ashes 
around which the great rollers broke 
and swept up the black shores In 
sheets of foam. The Island w as entire­ 
ly destitute of vegetation save for 
a half dozen seedling plants tbnt had 
found lodgment there. 
It will uot lie strange lf the Island Is 
tom to pieces and again disappears 
from view within a very few years. Its 
reappearance now* Is doubtless due to 
another volcanic eruption. 
Volcanic 
Islands seldom endure many years un­ 
less they are so large or so well pro­ 
tected against the sea th at there Is 
tim e for them to become covered with 
dense 
masses of 
vegetation 
before 
ocean storm s have an opportunity to 
tear them to pieces.—New York Sun.

In 
which he has been fairly successful. 
The liquid air can be supplied In any 
required quantity, but the uses to 
which It can be profitably applied have 
not developed In the same proportion. 
Professor Linde now proposes to em­ 
ploy liquid air In conjunction with coke 
or Inferior fuel in steam boller fur­ 
naces. 
It Is stated that after giving 
off the nitrogen a gas rem ains th at 
consists of 50 per cent of oxygen that 
can lie profitably used in boller fur­ 
naces at the present high price of fuel.
